The i;as>us btiforo Judge S.iwyer 


were those of Sun Hung and Ty Moy, 
two Cliineao who sought (o laud on [ho 
ground of prior residence. Judge Hoff- 
taan, of the District Court, decided, after 
hearing the evidence, that their claim 
to having lived here before was irauau- 
!ent, and ordered that they be sent back 
to China. An appeal was triken tfi> the 
Circuit Court, and Judge Hoffman's de- 
cision was affirmed. 
Thereupon the 


counsel of the Chinamen gav« notice of 
oil appeal to the Vnited States Supreme 
Court, and Jadgo Sawyer yesterday de- 
cidpd that the uaen hart ai> absolute 
light of aupei.l to the tribunal of Ip.nt 
resort, and that, therefore, he hud uo 
discretion. The Chinamen wera tbere- 
tipoii released upon bonds, pending the 
hearing of thoir appeal by ths bupreuae 
Court. 


This decision takew down tho last 


vestige of tha barrier set up by Con- 
gres against ChiuoHo immigration. As 
tho Supremo Court is betweau two and 
three yuars bahind its calendar, it is ob- 
vious that the Chinamen who come, 
talcs an appeal and go free on bonds, 
have un assurance of unmolested resi- 
dence here for a long period. lu ren- 
dering 
his decision, Judge Sawyer, 


vvhile rrgrettina that his view of the law 
ieft hi in no other course, suggested a 
ptutini remndy. lie thought that one 
of the Justices of the Supreme Court 
should be eoipowerad to examine the 
record in such oases and decide whether 
the appeal is frivolous or not, and be 
given discretion as to the allowance of 
the appeal. The suggestion is good. 


The Restriction Act having now been 


practically nullified, it becomes theduty 
of Congress to no amend it as to cure 
its loaai clofectK, and to surround and 
strengthen it by sui'h changes -in the 
laws bearing upon appeals as sbnll de- 
prive Chinese who ha»u uo right to land 
from perverting the machinery of tho 
courts to their advantage, as they have 
so far succeeded in doing. The Chinese 
question becoin«B again in California 
(he one paramount to all others. It is 
the duty of Ihu Senators and Repre- 
sentatives of ihe Pacific States to bestir 
themselves at once and, with tho advice 
of the best legal talent, set about pre- 
paring a bill that will stand the strain 
of practical working in the courts. 
Fortunately Congress meets agnin in a 
little more than three months. Be- 
tween now and December the Pacific 
Coast Congressmen should be able to 
frame a Restriction Act that wonld re- 
strict. There need be no doubt, hap- 
pily, about its passage through Con- 
gress. The country knows more about 
tbe Chinese question now than it did a 
few years ago, and the voice of labor 
has made itself heard imperatively above 
the sighiugu of sentiment. 


The Enterprise says if Harper's geog- 


raphy is a fair specimen of the new 
school-books which the State Board of 
Education have imposed upon our pub- 
lic schools, they certainly have not 
covered themselves with glory, and are 
not entitled to the thanks of either pa- 
rents or children, or those who have to 
pay for the books. If the book is in- 
correct in one particular it doubtle»s is 
in more, and if this book ia incorrect 
and unsuitable, how do they know that 
tbe others are not?

Second — Stato the purposes for which 


it ii claimed, and tbo place of intended 
use. 


Third — State means by wliich it is to 


he divided aud tho size of the flume, 
ditch, pipe or aqueduct. 


A copy of the notice must, within ten 


d*ys after it is posted, bu recorded in 
the office of the Recorder of the couoty 
in which it is posted. 


Wi thin sixty days after tho notice is 


posted the claimant must commence the 
cons'/ruction of tho work in which he 
intends to divert the water, and must 
prouscuie the work diligently and unin- 
terruptedly to completion, unless tem- 
porarily interrupted by the rain or 
snow. A failure to comply with such 
rules di-prives the claimant of the right 
to use the water ayaiost a subsequent 
claimant who complies therewith.

Ktnbble wheie wheat is to be sown us 
quickly as possible after the bailey crop 
is off unless this is done tho advantage 
in sowing wheat after barley is little o\er 
sowing it after an oat crop. 


In a good crop of whnat the ({rain 


gives nearly or quite as much weight as 
the straw. 
With oats aud barley tho 


grain is usually in excess ot the straw 
so far as weight is concerned. 
In the 


ryo crop straw weighs more than grain, 
and near a good market is often worth 
more. 


It is a good thing Lo have plenty of 


help in drawing grain or hay. 
An ad- 


vantage may often be secured by draw- 
ing in grain with two wagons und if 
possible with two teams.

ially important where grain is stacked, 
as it is unprotected until the stack is 
completed.
